Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the 
year  1940.  It  is  made  in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  area  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  Urban  District  is  6’817  acres, 
with  an  estimated  population  ot  30,410. 

The  population  given  by  the  Registrar-General  for  1940 
for  calculating  Birth  and  Death  Rate  is  30,410. 

These  returns  of  Births  and  Deaths  as  submitted  will  be 
used  for  calculating  purposes.  The  figures  do  not  quite  correspond 
with  those  of  the  weekly  returns  of  the  Local  Registrar. 

Births. 

There  were  during  1940,  549  births  registered,  of  which 
269  were  males  and  280  females  ; 5 males  and  5 females  being 
illegitimate.  The  returns  as  submitted  by  the  Registrar-General 
were  303  males  and  307  females  ; 10  males  and  6 females  being 
illegitimate,  making  a total  of  610,  61  more  than  the  local  returns. 

The  general  birth  rate  per  1,000  inhabitants  is  20‘05,  as 
against  18*40  for  1939  and  14*6  for  England  and  Wales.  In  1940, 
the  male  birth  rate  was  9‘96,  the  female  being  10*09  per  thousand, 
while  in  1939  these  birth  rates  were  9*72  and  8*68  respectively.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  year  ended  3 1st  December,  1940,  two  thous- 
and and  thirteen  children  with  the  additional  six  hundred  and 
forty-eight  special  cases  were  examined  in  the  different  groups 
under  your  Authoritv. 


Ophthalmic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1940,  I examined 
the  eyes  of  198  children.  Besides  the  prescribing  of  glasses, 
treatment  was  prescribed  and  carried  out  in  a number  of  cases. 
There  was  a substantial  improvement  in  the  prevalence  and 
severitv  of  cases  of  external  eye  disease,  notably  marginal 
blepharitis,  over  previous  years.  'The  willing  co-operation  of 
parents  has  been  another  noteworthy  feature. 
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Orthopaedic  Surgeon’s  Report. 

The  work  of  the  Orthopiedic  Clinics  has  continued  on 
similar  lines  to  previous  years.  38  children  were  examined  and 
live  admitted  to  The  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital.  A few  children 
attended  this  Hospital  for  treatment  as  out-patients,  returning  to 
Ebbw  Vale  for  the  necessary  supervision.  Satisfactory  progress 
has  been  made,  particularly  with  children  with  postural  defects.  It 
has  been  possible  to  obtain  the  help  of  the  schools  with  exercises 
that  are  the  basis  of  treatment.  A big  proportion  of  cases  need 
prolonged  supervision,  .sometimes  throughout  the  whole  school  life 
and  beyond.  This  is  being  given  at  my  Clinics,  and  apart  from 
them,  by  the  Staff  of  the  School  Clinic.  I have  been  particularly 
impressed  this  year  by  the  care  given  to  certain  of  these  cases  by 
Nurse  Hudson.  Cases  of  infantile  paralysis,  birth  palsy  and 
spastic  paraplegia,  particularly  the  last,  can  be  very  trying  and  can 
need  unlimited  patience.  When  recovery  of  power  has  ceased, 
there  may  be  room  for  improvement  in  the  use  of  what  power  is 
left  and  scope  for  teaching  a child  to  make  the  best  use  of  what  is 
left.  The  cases  in  my  mind  have  been  very  well  helped  in  this 
way  by  her.

Orthopaedic  Cases  treated  at  the  Prince  of  Wales 
Hospital,  Cardiff. 

There  were  eight  cases  of  various  nature  treated  at  the 
above  Hospital.  Five  received  indoor  treatment,  and  on  discharge 
were  supplied  with  the  necessary  appliances.  Three  were  seen  as 
outdoor  patients.  Five  children  were  supplied  with  appliances, 
alteration  to  shoes,  etc.,  without  attending  the  Princes  of  Wales 
Hospital. 

Dentist’s  Report. 

This  year  is  noteworthy  because  a large  number  of  child- 
ren were  evacuated  from  other  parts  of  England  to  the  Ebbw 
Vale  area.  Immediately  after  arrival,  evacuees  began  to  come  to 
the  Dental  Clinic  for  treatment  and  have  continued  to  attend  ever 
since.  After  each  fresh  batch  of  arrivals,  there  was  noticed  a 
corresponding  increase  in  applications  for  dental  treatment  from 
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the  new  arrivals.  It  was  apparent  to  the  most  casual  observer 
that  the  dental  condition  of  these  children  was  very  bad  and 
showed  long  standing  neglect  and  lack  of  treatment,  indeed,  the 
condition  of  very  many  mouths  reminded  the  writer  of  the  dental 
condition  of  the  Ebbw  Vale  school  children  at  the  opening  of  the 
Dental  Clinic,  years  ago.  As  the.se  evacuees  so  readily  come  to 
our  Clinic  for  treatment,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  how  such  a 
large  proportion  of  these  children  were  permitted  to  exhibit  such  ap- 
palling dental  sepsis.  Their  general  dental  condition  compares  most 
unfavourably  with  our  other  children,  and  as  the  majority  have 
arrived  from  the  London  area,  surprise  is  felt  at  this  anomaly. 
This  observation  is  on  a par  with  dental  conditions  observed 
among  evacuees  in  an  adjoining  area  by  the  writer.  There  is  no- 
thing fresh  to  report  except  above  observations.

A deaf  child  is  defined  by  Section  69  ot  the  Education 
Act  1921,  as  one  who  is  “ too  deaf  to  be  taught  in  a class  of  hear- 
ing children  in  an  elementary  school.”  This  definition  covers  (a) 
children  whose  hearing  is  so  defective  and  whose  speech  and 
language  are  so  little  developed  that  they  require  education  by 
methods  used  by  deaf  children  without  naturally  acquired  speech 
or  language,  and  tb)  children  who  have  partial  hearing  and  can  be 
appropriately  taught  in  a class  for  partially  deaf  children.  Only 
the  children  in  category  (a)  should  be  included  below.
